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REPORT  FROM  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

To  the  People  of  Mendon: 

In  the  following  report  we  will  try  to  give  you  a  brief  summary  of 
some  of  the  highlights  of  our  activities  for  1966. 

1.  The  Town  will  sorely  miss  the  faithful  service  of  Mr.  Albert 
Coleman,  who  for  forty  years  served  as  Town  Clerk.  We  want  to 
thank  Mrs.  Coleman  who  has  taken  over  his  duties  thus  providing 
the  continuity  which  is  most  necessary  for  this  position. 

2.  During  the  year  the  Housing  Authority  for  the  Elderly  opened. 
Dedication  ceremonies  were  held  on  Sunday,  October  2,  1966.  We 
are  pleased  that  mny  of  our  Senior  Citizens  are  being  provided 
with  comfortable  facilities  during  their  declining  years. 

3.  Approval  has  been  received  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  repair  a  large  portion  of  MilVille  Street  on  a  Chapter  90 
program.  It  will  begin  as  soon  as  easements  and  land  taking  can 
be  secured. 

4.  Through  the  efforts  of  our  Civilian  Defense  Director,  Mr. 
Bradford  Shapley,  an  Auxiliary  Police  Unit  was  organized  with 
Mr.  Stanley  Bouchard  as  Director.  At  present  this  unit  has 
seven  members.  It  is  hoped  to  enlarge  this  enrollment  and  thus 
provide  assistance  to  our  police  department  in  times  of  need  in 
addition  to  it's  basic  purpose  of  Civilian  Defense. 

5.  Mendon,  Hopedale  and  Uxbridge  Selectmen  met  with  the 
water  commission  from  the  three  towns  to  explore  the  possibility 
of  Uxbridge  providing  a  domestic  water  supply  to  Mendon  and 
Hopedale.  Upon  investigation  it  was  determined  that  Uxbridge 
could  not  provide  water  to  either  town. 

6.  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  is  now  being  made  available  to 
our  Town  employees  in  accordance  with  the  vote  taken  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  of  1966. 

7.  A  plumbing  inspector  has  been  appointed  as  required  by 
State  Law,  for  towns  with  a  population  in  excess  of  two-  thous¬ 
and. 

8.  The  board  met  with  Mr.  Fozi  M.  Cahaly  of  Fay,  Spoffard  & 
Thorndike  Inc. ,  Engineers,  to  discuss  sewage  problem  at  the 
Regional  High  School.  It  was  suggested  that  we  approach  the 
Town  of  Hopedale  and  request  that  we  use  their  sewage  disposal 
system.  This  request  was  denied  by  the  Hopedale  Board  of 
Health  since  they  are  presently  running  at  full  capacity.  Mr. 
Cahaly  recommended  that  the  land  owned  by  the  town  off  Cemetery 
Street  could  serve  as  a  good  location  for  a  town  sewerage  sys¬ 
tem. 

9.  With  the  close  of  this  year  the  Board  received  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Mrs.  Helen  Irons  as  Town  Accountant  and  Clerk.  The 
Board  wishes  to  thank  Mrs.  Helen  Irons  for  her  many  years  of 
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service  in  the  many  and  varied  capacities  in  which  she  served 
this  town.  Her  resignation  was  prompted  by  recently  enacted 
State  Laws  which  require  Welfare  Directors  to  be  full  time  em¬ 
ployees. 

We  want  to  welcome  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Martini  as  our  new  Town 
Accountant  and  Record  Room  Clerk.  With  this  appointment  the 
Town  is  now  provided  with  a  full-time  clerk  at  the  Record  Room 
during  the  hours  of  9:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.  ,  Monday  through 
Friday. 

10.  The  Board  has  appointed  a  Committee  to  submit  plans  for  a 
new  Town  Office  Building.  It  is  hoped  that  our  citizens  wall  give 
this  matter  serious  consideration  when  it  is  brought  before  them. 

11.  We  are  pleased  to  see  that  our  Town  for  the  first  time  in 
its  history  will  be  provided  with  a  separate  Board  of  Health.  We 
are  certain  that  under  this  arrangement  greater  attention  will  be 
given  to  this  most  important  function  of  our  Town. 

12.  After  a  series  of  discussions,  extending  over  a  period  of 
two  years,  with  the  Police  Chief  and  the  Finance  Committee  the 
Board  is  pleased.to  receive  their  concurrence  and  approval  in 
submitting  to  the  townspeople  a  plan  for  a  full-time  police  force. 

13.  The  Board  is  greatly  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  all 
the  committees  concerned  with  our  300th  Anniversary  are  pursu¬ 
ing  their  various  activities.  It  is  hoped  that  our  Townspeople  will 
fully  support  this  most  important  occasion  of  our  Town's  History.

The  Act  imposes  a  temporary  tax  upon  all  retail  sales  of  tangible 
personal  property  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  selling  price. 
Sales  of  certain  items  are  exempted  from  the  tax,  including  but  not 
limited  to  sales  of  food  products  for  human  use,  articles  of  clothing, 
prescription  medicines,  agricultural  machinery  and  certain  publica¬ 
tions.  The  statute  contains  specific  provisions  relating  to  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  vendors,  the  filing  of  returns  and  the  payment  of  the 
^mounts  collected  by  such  vendors.  Vendors  may  apply  to  the  State 
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Tax  Commission  for  abatements  of  the  amounts  owed  where  they 
believe  such  amounts  to  be  excessive,  and  decisions  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  such  applications  may  be  reviewed  by  the  Appellate  Tax 
Board.  The  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  shall  have 
the  usual  powers  and  remedies  provided  for  tax  collection  for  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  section.  The  State  Tax  Com¬ 
mission  shall  issue  regulations  necessary  for  proper  administration 
and  enforcement  of  the  section. 

The  Act  further  imposes  a  temporary  excise  upon  the  storage,  use 
or  other  consumption  in  Massachusetts  of  tangible  personal  property 
at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  sales  price  of  such  property. 

Sales  upon  which  the  retail  sales  tax  described  above  has  been  im¬ 
posed,  or  which  are  exempt  from  the  retail  sales  tax,  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  use  tax.  Sales  upon  which  a  tax  has  been  paid  in 
another  jurisdiction  shall  also  be  exempt.  Assessment,  abatement 
and  collection  of  the  use  tax  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions 
which  relate  to  the  tax  upon  retail  sales.  The  tax  upon  retail  sales 
and  the  excise  upon  storage,  use  or  other  consumption  shall  be 
effective  during  the  period  from  April  1,  1966  to  December  31, 

1967. 

Each  qualified  taxpayer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  of  four 
dollars  for  himself,  four  dollars  for  his  spouse  and  eight 
dollars  for  each  qualified  dependent,  but  such  credit  shall  not  be 
allowed  if  the  taxable  income  of  such  individual  and  his  spouse 
exceeds  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  taxes 
described  above,  the  Act  provides  for  new  excises  upon  certain  banks; 
new  taxes  upon  the  income  of  certain  corporations;  new  taxes  upon 
cigarettes;  a  room  occupancy  excise  upon  rent  paid  for  the  use  of 
hotel  rooms  and  other  lodging  places;  and  excises  upon  sales  of 
certain  alcoholic  beverages. 

The  Act  creates  the  Local  Aid  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
educational  assistance,  and  authorizes  the  periodic  distribution  of 
amounts  from  such  Fund  to  the  cities  and  towns.  In  addition,  the 
Act  contains  a  variety  of  provisions  relating  to  the  program  of 
State  aid  to  public  schools,  and  to  its  administration.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 

Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

I  hereby  submit  this  report  for  the  Police  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1966. 

It  is  with  regret  that  a  fatal  accident  has  to  be  placed  in  the 
Police  files  for  the  year  1966.  The  accident  rate  in  town  is  slightly 
lower  for  1966  than  for  1965  but  is  still  too  high.  Four  men  have 
been  added  to  the  Department  this  year,  which  has  made  it  possible 
to  cover  all  assignments  which  have  been  increasing  steadily. 

An  Auxilliary  C.  D.  Unit  of  Police  has  been  formed  with  five  men, 
but  more  are  needed  to  bring  it  to  full  strength.  This  unit  will  be 
of  great  assistance  for  Church  traffic,  parades  and  especially 
during  the  three-hundredth  anniversary  this  year.  A  patrol  on 
foot  was  put  into  use  in  the  center  of  town  for  a  short  period  of 
time  due  to  complaints  of  citizens  and  local  businessmen  which 
proved  effective.  Several  compliments  in  favor  of  this  patrol 
were  received  by  me.  I  recommend  that  this  be  continued  the 
year  around.  This  patrol  relieves  the  cruiser  for  patroling  the 
outer  sections  of  town  more  thoroughly  and  leaves  a  patrolman  in 
the  center  of  town  to  be  contacted  immediately  and  help  can  be 
summoned  if  the  need  arises.  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  a 
mobile  radio  that  can  be  used  in  an  unmarked  car  or  second  car, 
also  when  the  cruiser  radio  fails  as  it  has  done  too  often  in  the 
past  at  critical  times. 

I  recommend  that  a  full  time  police  coverage  be  established  on 
a  twenty-four  hour  basis.  This  will  permit  immediate  response  to 
police  problems  as  they  arise  which  will  make  it  more  practical, 
effective  and  efficient.  This  will  get  more  use  from  the  cruiser, 
more  protection  for  children  going  to  and  from  school,  better 
control  of  traffic  during  peak  hours,  and  cut  down  the  accident 
rate.  This  will  help  to  cut  down  the  crime  rate  in  town  which  is 
nationwide  as  we  are  all  very  well  aware.  I  believe  that  the 
taxpayers  are  entitled  to  this  protection. 

Police  Memorial  Sunday  was  observed  by  visiting  the  cemeteries 
and  placing  flowers  on  the  graves  of  former  police,  and  prayers 
were  offered  by  one  of  the  local  clergymen. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  other  Departments, 
Citizens  and  Police  Officers,  who  through  their  co-operation  have 
made  this  possible.

Most  of  the  efforts  of  the  Conservation  Committee  were  again 
directed  to  the  rebuilding  of  the  town  recreational  area.

The  circulation  of  books  and  magazines  for  the  year  1966  (142 
days)  was  5,127.  Circulation  by  classes  was  as  follows:  fiction, 

1, 994;  magazines,  881;  juvenile,  1, 385;  biography,  197;  history 
and  travel,  236;  literature  and  fine  arts,  181;  science  and  useful 
arts,  151;  all  others,  102.  105  new  borrowers  registered,  al¬ 
most  half  of  them,  juveniles. 

During  1966  58  new  books  were  purchased  by  the  Town,  64  by 
the  Fletcher  Fund  and  84  were  received  by  gift,  making  a  total 
of  206.  Our  thanks  and  appreciation  go  to  the  following  donors: 

Miss  Florence  Aldrich,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Leonard,  Mr. 

Harry  York,  David  and  Jean  Carnes,  Thomas  Hackenson,  Bancroft 
Memorial  Library,  Nipmuc  Regional  Library  and  Worcester 
Regional  Library.  The  Bookmobile  from  Central  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  in  Worcester  comes  once  a  month  with  a  deposit 
of  books  for  us  to  circulate  and  frequently  a  collection  of  books  in 
a  special  category  is  left  with  us.  At  present  we  have  a  collection 
on  Entering  College,  books  that  will  answer  many  questions  in 
the  minds  of  high  school  students  hoping  to  go  on  to  college. 

Magazines  available  to  readers  are:  American  Home,  Atlantic 
Monthly,  Better  Homes  and  Gardens,  Flower  Grower,  Good 
Housekeeping,  Ladies  Home  Journal,  Life,  McCall's,  National 
Geographic,  Popular  Mechanics,  Popular  Science,  Readers  Di¬ 
gest,  Redbook,  Saturday  Evening  Post,  Time  and  U.S.  News. 

National  Library  Week  Was  observed  in  April  with  a  collection 
of  new  books  on  display  and  an  Open  House  one  evening  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  Mendon  PTA  hostesses. 

On  five  Wednesdays  in  July  and  August  the  librarian  held  a  Story 
Hour  for  the  young  children  which  was  much  enjoyed.

Our 
space  for  the  children  is  too  small  for  convenience;  we  have  out¬ 
grown  it  and  need  another  room  for  them.

HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

In  January  of  this  year,  the  interior  of  the  project  for  the 
elderly  was  accepted  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Housing. 

Among  the  projects  completed  this  year  at  the  housing  were 
the  landscaping  of  the  grounds,  installation  of  clothes  lines, 
weatherstripping  of  the  exterior  doors,  and  a  stockade  fence 
around  the  rubbish  area.  The  office,  community  room  and  con¬ 
ference  room  were  furnished. 

The  major  problem  has  been  the  exterior  doors  and  one  which 
has  not  as  yet  been  resolved.  Mr.  Lanni  of  Alrae  Construction 
Company  and  Mr.  Hughes  of  Hughes  and  MacCarthy  met  in 
November  with  Mr.  Jackson.  With  the  approval  of  the  members 
of  the  Mendon  Housing  Authority,  Mr.  Jackson  accepted  the 
project  with  the  exception  of  the  doors.  Five  thousand  dollars 
($5, 000. 00)  is  to  be  retained  from  the  final  payment  to  Alrae 
Construction  Company  pending  a  satisfactory  settlement  of  the 
issue.

The  formal  dedication  of  the  project  was  held  on  October  2nd. 

The  name  of  "Sunrise  Apartments"  was  given  to  the  project  and 
"Cedar  Lane"  to  the  private  way. 

We  had  been  maintaining  two  sets  of  books  for  the  past  year,  but 
as  of  December  31st  the  Development  books  have  been  closed. 


On  January  17th,  the  first  tenant  moved  into  the  apartments. 
Tenancy  was  at  first  slow,  but  by  June  there  were  twenty-four 
apartments  occupied.  Full  occupancy  was  reached  in  September. 
There  is  now  a  small  waiting  list. 

The  minimum  rental  is  sixty  dollars  ($60.00)  per  month  which 
is  the  average  at  this  time.  The  maximum  is  sixty- seven  dollars 
($67.  00)  per  month.  The  admission  income  limit  for  a  single  tenant 
is  $2,500.  00  per  year  and  for  a  couple  it  is  $3, 000.  00  per  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
To  the  Citizens  of  Mendon: 

In  this  year  of  Mendon's  300  hundreth  anniversary  the  citizens 
like  to  think  that  a  certain  colonial  atmosphere  and  independance 
has  been  preserved. 

Recently  many  industrial  and  professional  people  have  taken 
residence  here.  Many  small  manufacturing  ventures  are  being 
conducted  successfully. 

The  subdivision  development  proposed  by  the  Carboni  Trust 
Co.  has  been  approved  after  adjustments  were  made  to  comply 
with  the  town  by-laws. 

A  proposal  by  the  planning  board  for  a  study  of  the  topography, 
resources  and  outside  factors  which  may  influence  the  growth 
of  town  was  rejected  at  a  special  town  meeting. 

Following  the  rejection  of  the  proposed  "Master  Plan"  the  town 
has  received  a  request  for  permission  to  remove  topsoil  and  gravel 
in  a  section  of  the  town.  Another  request  is  for  the  establishment 
of  a  foundry  for  aluminum  castings. 

The  planning  board  does  feel  the  need  of  professional  service 
in  securing  information  which  will  aid  in  orienting  and  possibly 
regulating  to  some  degree  future  growth  in  the  town.  One  such  aid, 
a  Soil  Survey,  is  entered  as  an  article  in  the  warrent  for  the  annual 
town  meeting.  Another  the,  Master  Plan,  may  be  submitted  at  a 
later  date.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon,  the  School  Committee  sub¬ 
mits  this  annual  report: 

We  have  completed  our  first  school  year  in  the  new  addition  to 
the  Center  School  and  are  well  into  our  second.  With  the  space 
this  addition  provides,  the  educational  program  has  moved  ahead 
smoothly.  Our  heartiest  thanks  go  out  to  those  who  made  this 
possible  and  especially  to  the  citizens  of  Mendon  who  were  under¬ 
standing  enough  to  build  this  addition. 

The  progress  of  our  educational  programs  are  covered  in  the 
Elementary  Supervisor's  report.  The  only  item  we  would  like  to 
call  attention  to  here  is  that  during  the  Summer  of  1966  we  had 
our  first  Title  I  Project  which  is  a  100%  Federally  supported 
program  that  provides  for  summer  schooling  for  those  children 
who  can  benefit  from  specialized  instruction.  This  program  was 
a  most  successful  one  and  will  be  expanded  during  the  summer 
of  1967. 

The  budget  for  1967  shows  an  increase  of  slightly  less  than  5%. 
Part  of  this  is  in  the  area  of  salaries  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
major  portion  of  the  increases  granted  last  year  are  to  be  paid 
in  1967.  We  have  also  found  it  necessary  to  increase  the  main¬ 
tenance  portion  of  the  budget  to  keep  the  oldest  part  of  the 
building  in  as  good  condition  as  possible. 

Each  year  due  to  increased  enrollment,  rising  costs  and  the 
like,  the  cost  of  operating  our  school  program  also  increases. 

With  this  in  mind  the  Committee  has  been  and  will  continue  to 
operate  as  efficiently  as  possible  to  keep  costs  at  a  minimum. 

The  State  Limited  Sales  Tax  has  thus  far  not  produced  the 
amount  of  money  for  the  Town  that  was  originally  hoped  for  but 
perhaps  as  time  goes  on  we  will  receive  an  increased  amount 
that  will  relieve  the  pressure  now  so  heavily  exerted  on  the 
property  owner. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  concerned  with  our  educa¬ 
tional  program  who  help  to  make  it  the  excellent  one  that  it  is 
now.  Our  thanks  of  course  go  to  the  present  citizens  of  Men¬ 
don  who  support  our  programs  to  educate  the  citizens  of  to¬ 
morrow.

To  the  Mendon  School  Committee  and  the  Mendon- Upton  Regional 
School  District  Committee: 

This  is  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  would  like  to  have  you  view  it  as  a  report  of  progress  as  we 
still  have  unfinished  plans  and  are  working  on  new  ideas.  Your 
consideration  will  be  needed  if  these  are  to  improve  our  schools. 

The  detailed  reports  of  the  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Schools, 
the  Principal  of  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  and  other  Super¬ 
visors  should  receive  your  close  attention. 

In  the  interest  of  brevity,  I  will  simply  outline  areas  which  re¬ 
ceived  attention  during  the  calendar  year: 

1.  Successful  completion  of  a  Title  I  project  in  Remedial  Read¬ 
ing  for  grades  1  through  6  using  $5, 096.  90  in  Federal  Funds  and 
at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

2.  Revision  of  teachers'  salary  schedule  making  the  minimum 
$5,200.  00  in  both  Elementary  and  Regional  Schools. 

3.  Continued  program  of  maintenance  in  all  schools. 

4.  Continued  study  in  an  attempt  to  solve  space  problems  at  the 
Regional  School. 

5.  Continued  study  of  the  possibilities  of  regionalizing  Grades 
K-12. 

6.  Purchase  of  new  equipment  for  the  cafeteria,  for  custodians 
and  for  the  physical  education  program. 

7.  Purchase  of  bookcases  for  the  addition  to  the  Center  School. 

Again  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  those  who  cooperated 
to  assist  us  in  performing  our  duties.  You,  as  Committee  members, 
have  certainly  been  generous  with  your  time  and  effort  to  make  our 
jobs  more  enjoyable.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Supervisor 
of  Elementary  Schools  for  School  Union  #59,  Mendon  and  Upton. 

Taking  advantage  of  funds  provided  under  Title  I,  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Act  passed  by  Congress,  our  reading  program  re¬ 
ceived  a  much  needed  boost  aiding  our  staff  in  diagnosing  reading 
problems.  During  the  summer  a  remedial  reading  program  was 
carried  on  for  the  above-mentioned  purpose.  Forty  Mendon  pu¬ 
pils  participated  in  the  project  for  a  period  of  six  weeks.  A 
great  variety  of  audio-visual  aids  were  purchased.  The  aids  are 
currently  being  used  by  all  teachers. 

The  program  will  be  continued  next  summer.  Remedial  arith¬ 
metic  will  be  added  along  with  the  services  of  a  School  Psycholo¬ 
gist.  Mendon  has  been  funded  in  the  amount  of  $5,120.00. 

Language  books  for  Grades  Five  and  Six  were  updated  to  the 
newest  edition.  We  utilize  the  Houghton- Miff lin  series.  We  plan 
to  purchase  Grade  Four  language  books  in  1967.  Also  planned  is 
the  purchase  of  Grade  Five  and  Six  social  studies  books  to  re¬ 
place  our  old  editions,  and  the  purchase  of  the  latest  editions  of 
our  Houghton- Mifflin  reading  series  for  Grades  One  and  Two. 

We  plan  to  replace  our  Grades  Two  and  Three  music  books  which 
are  in  old  and  deplorable  condition. 

Various  programs  for  the  pupils  were  held  in  the  new  all-pur¬ 
pose  room  and  with  the  physical  education  program,  the  room  is 
fully  utilized. 

Mendon- Upton  teachers  who  were  instructors  in  the  summer 
reading  program  demonstrated  the  project  to  the  P.T.A.  Actual 
classroom  facsimiles  were  established. 

A  group  health  and  life  insurance  plan  was  made  active.  The 
towns  pay  half  the  premium  and  the  employee  pays  half.  The 
adoption  of  the  plan  puts  us  in  a  more  competitive  position  to 
attract  good  teachers. 

In  an  attempt  to  attract  the  best  candidates  for  the  Mendon- 
Upton  elementary  schools,  a  flyer  was  written  to  be  sent  to 
colleges,  universities,  and  teacher-placement  agencies,  des¬ 
cribing  our  elementary  school  systems.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Weed, 
Art  Instructor  at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  was  the  artist 
for  the  cover. 

The  Mendon  P.T.A.  donated  a  piano  for  the  all-purpose  room. 
We  certainly  appreciate  the  fine  gift.  The  support  of  the  P.T.A. 
strengthens  the  school. 

The  elementary  school  band  needs  your  support.  Please  show 
your  support  by  becoming  an  active  member  in  the  Band  Booster 
Club.  The  band  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Donald  Thatcher. 

Mrs.  Janet  Stockwell,  School  Nurse,  tested  eyes,  ears  and 
measured  weight  and  height.  Pupils  in  Grades  One  and  Four  have 
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physical  examinations  each  year.  Parents  are  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  for  following  a  new  policy  which  makes  the  home  respon¬ 
sible  for  making  provisions  to  take  their  children  home  in  the 
event  of  illness,  accidents,  etc. 

One  of  the  responsibilities  of  professional  educators  is  to 
study  and  research  current  trends  in  the  field  of  education. 

The  professional  staff  is  presently  researching  patterns  of 
classroom  organization  and  the  proper  flexible  use  of  audio¬ 
visual  equipment  and  materials.  The  study  will  be  on-going  and 
as  it  is  developed  information  will  be  released  through  news¬ 
papers  and  notices  to  parents. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  school  authorities,  teachers,  P.T.A. 
Band  Boosters  Clubs  and  townspeople  for  their  continued  sup¬ 
port  of  our  schools.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton: 

During  the  Fall  of  1966,  two  months  of  continuous  weekly  meet¬ 
ings  pertaining  to  the  budget  were  held.  The  result  was  that 
the  net  increase  will  be  slightly  less  than  1%  of  the  1966  budget. 

One  of  the  more  significant  acts  passed  by  our  state  legislature 
this  past  year  was  the  issue  of  collictive  bargaining  by  teachers. 
This  has  led  to  the  recognition  of  the  Nipmuc  Teachers’  Asso¬ 
ciation  as  the  bargaining  agent  for  the  professional  personnel 
of  the  school.  Several  meetings  have  already  been  held  pur¬ 
suant  to  a  bargaining  agreement. 

In  relation  to  the  aforement  facts,  the  major  concern  of  the 
Committee  however,  has  been  the  overcrowded  situation  at 
Nipmuc  Regional  and  a  solution  to  this  problem,  namely  a  new 
Junior  High  School  at  a  new  site.  There  has  been  considerable 
delay  in  finding  a  site  and  presenting  plans  for  a  school  to  you 
citizens  because  of  extremely  poor  soil  conditions  in  the  area 
covered  by  the  Regional  Agreement  and  because  of  the  insis¬ 
tence  of  some  that  we  add  on  at  Nipmuc,  thus  necessitating  our 
exploring  every  possibility  of  this  latter  idea.  The  ultimate 
conclusion  is  that  no  addition  can  be  built  at  Nipmuc. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  the  March  Town  Meeting,  the  Committee 
can  present  a  site  and  plans  for  a  Junior  High  School  for  your 
approval.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


The  problem  of  over-crowding,  which  has  been  with  us  for  the 
past  two  years,  has  now  reached  the  point  at  which  it  will  no 
longer  be  possible  to  carry  on  our  school  program  effectively 
without  some  organizational  changes  to  provide  addition  space. 

Beginning  in  September  of  1967,  I  feel  that  it  will  be 
mandatory  to  put  into  effect  double  sessions  for  the  seventh  and 
eight  grades  and  I  have  submitted  this  recommendation  to  the 
school  committee.  This  will  be  necessary  not  only  to  relieve  a 
very  unsatisfactory  situation  in  the  eighth  grade,  where  we  have 
an  abnormally  high  teacher- pupil  ratio  but  will  allow  the  use  of 
at  least  two  rooms  in  the  junior  high  school  wing  for  a  needed 
expansion  of  the  high  school  program. 

Although  the  projected  junior  high  school  enrollment  for 
next  year  will  be  approximately  the  some  as  this  year,  we  should 
have  five  academic  sections  in  both  seventh  and  eight  grades, 
rather  than  crowding  the  eight  grade  pupils  into  four  sections. 

Large  classes  present  a  very  poor  teaching-learning  situation  in 
which  problems  of  control  are  greatly  intensified  and  teachers 
cannot  teach  as  effedtively  as  they  should,  nor  can  the  pupils 
receive  as  much  individual  attention  as  they  need.  The  present 
four  section  grouping  in  the  eighth  grade  was  put  into  effect 
on  an  "emergency"  basis  for  one  year.  This  year’s  experience 
dictates  that  this  situation  should  be  eliminated. 

As  serious  as  the  above  problem  is,  an  even  more  acute 
situation  will  arise  next  year  at  the  high  school  level,  where 
our  enrollment  will  jump  from  approximately  360  to  well  over  400. 

If  we  are  to  just  maintain  our  status-quo  curriculum-wise,  these 
additional  pupils  will  necessitate  the  addition  of  more  academic 
sections  in  several  subject-matter  areas.  With  all  of  the  high 
school  classroom  and  laboratories  now  in  use  each  period  to 
accomodate  the  enrollment  this  year,  it  will  not  be  possible  to 
carry  on  our  program  next  year  with  over  60  more  pupils  without 
additional  rooms  being  available.  If  only  five  of  the  seven 
classrooms  in  the  junior  high  school  wing  were  being  used  at  one 
time  for  seventh  or  eighth  grade  pupils,  the  other  two  rooms  could 
be  used  to  take  care  of  the  additional  sections  of  high  school 
classes. 

For  those  who  would  say  that  it  would  be  possible  to  accomodate 
all  pupils  in  the  high  school  next  year  by  enlarging  class  sizes, 

I  would  refer  them  to  the  eighth  grade  problem  this  year,  as  described 
scribed  above.  I  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  harmful  effects  of 
overcrowded  classrooms  upon  the  quality  of  education  available. 

Any  lowering  of  educational  standards  for  any  reason  whatever 
(temporary  or  otherwise)  would  be  a  serious  mistake  and  gross  in-

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Report  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  Regional  Vocation  School 


Your  Regional  Vocational  School  opened  its  doors  for  its  first 
freshman  class  on  Sept.  26,  1966.  Three  Mendon  boys,  members 
of  this  class  have  made  excellant  progress  with  this.  Norman 
Des  Marais  is  studying  auto  mechanics,  Andrew  Gardner  is  taking 
the  course  in  plant  maintenance,  and  Alan  Thompson  is  in  the 
machine  shop. 

The  complete  curiculum  of  the  school  includes  Auto  Body  Re¬ 
pair,  Auto  Mechanics,  Carpentry,  Drafting,  Electronics, 

Machine  Shop,  Metal  Fabrication,  and  Plant  Maintenance. 

At  the  present,  writing  a  new  course  completely  paid  for  by  the 
Federal  Government,  is  being  planned  and  will  probably  open 
before  June,  1967.  It  is  an  intensive  course  in  auto  mechanics 
and  will  be  available  to  any  person  who  will  reach  the  age  of  18 
before  the  course  is  finished.  This  course  is  being  operated 
by  the  Manpower  Development  and  Training  Board. 

An  open  house  and  dedication  of  the  school  in  March  was  held 
and  many  local  residents  attended. 

The  share  of  expenses  of  this  school  are  as  follows: 

Mendon’s  percentage  of  the  total  is  2.39%  of  the  capital  cost 
which  is  $1410. 11.  The  operating  expenses  are  figured  on  the 
number  of  pupils  attending.  Since  Mendon  has  three  pupils  its 
share  is  3/132  of  the  total  operating  figure  of  $216.  600  for  a 
cost  to  the  town  of  $4960. 14  the  total  cost  of  Mendon  is 
$6,370.25.

THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
Citizens  of  Mendon: 

Your  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  for  1967  the  sum  of 
$549,  909.  32  be  raised  and  appropriated  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing.  This  includes  $526,245.86  for  Article  IV  appropriations  and 
$23,663.46  for  Special  Articles  in  the  Warrant.  Available  and 
Special  Funds  amount  to  $41,204.62. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Department  heads  for  their  full  cooperation  in  arriving  at  these 
recommendations . 

In  accordance  with  the  Wage  and  Salary  Survey  conducted  in 
1965,  we  recommend  an  increase  of  10£  per  hour  for  all  hourly 
paid  Town  Employees.  We  have  also  reviewed  each  salary  of 
the  various  Elected  and  Appointed  Town  Officers  and  recommend 
certain  increases.  These  increases  amount  to  $2,400.00. 

All  Salary  and  Wage  increases  to  become  effective  as  of  April 
1,  1967. 

ARTICLE  .  IV  AOORIORUATUTBS 

The  major  increases  in  your  Town  operating  costs  are  due  to 
the  following: 

1 .  The  establishment  of  the  position  of  full  time  Record  Room 
Clerk. 

2.  The  increase  in  Police  coverage  nights  and  on  weekends. 

3.  The  purchase  or  trade-in  of  a  truck  and  tractor  by  the  High¬ 
way  Department. 

4.  The  increase  in  caseload  and  welfare  costs. 

5.  The  1967  School  Department  Budget  reflects  a  5%  increase 
over  1966  compared  to  a  13%  increase  in  the  previous  year. 

6.  Group  insurance  is  a  new  budget  item  in  1967. 

SPECIAL  ARTICLES 

Article  5  through  9  are  a  continuation  of  established  programs. 
Article  XII 

The  difficulties  in  the  administration  of  law  enforcement  have 
increased  beyond  the  capacities  of  a  Part-time  Police  Department. 
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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  TERMINOLOGY 

The  following  terms  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual  and  Special 
Town  Meetings.  These  definitions  are  provided  in  order  to  give  every¬ 
one  a  better  understanding  of  their  meaning: 

SURPLUS  REVENUE: 

This  fund  represents  the  amount  by  which  the  Cash,  Accounts  Re¬ 
ceivable  and  other  floating  assets  exceed  the  liabilities  and  reserves. 

AVAILABLE  FUNDS:  (Often  referred  to  as  Free  Cash) 

A  fund  certified  annually  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Accounts  by  de¬ 
ducting  from  Surplus  Revenue  all  uncollected  taxes  for  prior  years. 

RESERVE  FUND: 

This  fund  is  established  by  the  voters  at  an  annual  town  meeting 
only  and  may  be  composed  of  1)  an  appropriation  not  exceeding  5% 
of  the  tax  levy  of  the  preceding  year;  2)  money  appropriated  from 
Overlay  Reserve;  or  3)  both.  Transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund  are 
within  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  are  for 
“extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures.” 

OVERLAY: 

The  Overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess  of 
appropriations  and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund 
to  cover  abatements  granted  and  avoiding  fractions. 

OVERLAY  RESERVE: 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  the  Overlay  for  various  years 
not  used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay  account  for  a 
given  year,  and  may  be  used  by  vote  of  the  town  for  extraordinary  or 
unforeseen  purposes  or  voted  into  the  Reserve  Fund. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  FUND:  (An  Income  Account) 

The  Town  charges  for  municipally  owned  equipment  used  on 
State  (Ch.  81  &  90)  reimbursed  work.  This  charge  is  based  upon 
acceptable  rates  set  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  and  covers  equipment  such 
as  trucks,  back  hoes  and  rollers.  The  income  is  then  deposited  into 
this  account.  These  funds  are  later  appropriated  to  the  Road  Machinery 
Account. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  ACCOUNT: 

This  is  an  Expense  Account  and  is  used  only  for  expenditures. 

STABILIZATION  FUND: 

A  special  account  created  to  provide  a  reserve  for  capital  expendi¬ 
tures.  The  State  will  match  sums,  taken  from  this  Fund,  under  certain 
conditions  during  the  first  year  only;  and  in  amounts  up  to  a  maximum 
of  $100,000.  This  will  reduce  Bonding  cost  for  Mendon.

It  is  our  opinion  that  a  soil  survey  would  be  best  utilized  if  co¬ 
ordinated  with  an  overall  Planning  Program.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  this  Article  be  referred  back  to  the  Planning 
Board  for  further  study.
